INTENSITY OF A A WOMAN'S STRUGGL? 
TO EARN A_LIVING.- 


Australian Women’s College—The Care of 
Children—Gracious Empress Elizabeth, 
Divided Skirte—She Tells Ghost Montes.

The employer who could not afford 
to pay her for her whole time was very 
glad of her services at different times 
and was also glad to recommend her to 
others in the same predicament as him-

good, and she could be relied upon to 
keep an engagement. 

Promptness and energy will conquer 
no end of obstacles in the commercial 
world of a large city. Women with new 
ideas must also’ have the courage ‘to 
carry them out, A girl needing money 
laughingly suggested the other day that 


she put out a sign, ‘Cats, dogs and | 


plants boarded for the summer,’’ . The 
idea suggested itself from the dilemma 
of many-city people who do not know 
what to do with their pets during their 
vacation tours. Of ‘course she was 
laughed at, but. the scheme might pay 
well if tried. This is not more novel or 
fanciful than many schemes for making 
money which English women under- 
take. Such advertisements as the fol- 
lowing are‘frequent in English papers, 
where they cause no surprise: ‘‘Board 
for several young ladies. Lessons in 
housekeeping given if desired.’’ ‘‘Or- 
ders received for furnishing dolls’ 
houses artistically.’’ Or: ‘‘Fruits pre- 
served. Orders received by mail.’’ 
There are agricultural schools in Eng- 
land where pupils may take advanced 
courses in dairy work, making such an 
announcement possible, ‘‘Miss R. M. 


_Armstrong has been appointed senior 


instructress in butter making to the 
Cumberland county council.’’ 

Tutoring is not a new way of earning 
money for educated girls. One college 
graduate, however, in New York city 
has a plan which makes tutoring only 
a means to an‘end: She came to the city 
from a county town and gave the best 
of references to several school agencies 
where she applied for chances to teach 
private pupils. While engaged in this 
work she herself is taking German in a 
well known school of languages, ‘in 
hopes to find finally in Paris or some 
German metropolis a position to teach 
her own language.

The Care of Children, 

During the warm months of the year 
children should spend nearly the whole 
of their days in the open air, even eat- 
ing and drinking and taking their morn- 
-be managed. There is an old fashioned 
prejudice against children being allow- 
ed to sleep in the open air, but this prob- 
ably arose from the fact that in the old 
fashioned perambulator the child’s head 
was apt to fall into bad positions. The 
modern perambulator, however, is at 
once a bed and a carriage, and there is 
no objection whatever to children sleep- 
ing in it in warm weather if their faces 
are properly protected from the sun: 

Youngsters, should never be allowed 
to run in the sun unless provided with 
white linen sunbonnets to protect the 
back of the head, and these should have 
several thicknesses of linen, as the ordi- 
nary thin muslin’ bonnets or hats are 
not sufficient protection. A thickness of 
flannel under the hat is often very use- 
ful. Children should never be permitted 
first torun about until they are ina 
profase perspiration and then sit down 
|-and allow the moisture to cool upon 
them, as they are thus rendered very 
liable to take cold, the temperatare of 
|.the bodies being lowered by the rapid 
evaporation from the skin. If they are 
| found to. be 


their clothes are wet, they should be 
taken indoors, undressed, rubbed down 
with atowel and: then dressed in dry 
clothes, 

In hot weather between the hours of 
| 11 and 12 a.m. and 4 p. m, it is, asa 
rule, unwise to let children play un- 


acloudy er breezy day. The effect of 

great heat is to exhaust the forces and 

disturb the digestion, but it, is a good 

plan, if possible, to have a tent out of 

doors where the children can rest dur- 

ing the heat of the day and take their 
“meals in summer,

The adjourned hearing on the Main 
street bridge matter was held at Salem 
last Friday, Andover being represented 
by Chairman Bliss of the Selectmen 
and Geo, H. Poor, Esq., counsel. ' 

_At this: meeting, the disposition of 
the Boston & Maine R.R. which has 
been evident from the start, as being 
adverse to- doing anything toward the 


“| construction of a new bridge, was Clear- 


ly shown by ‘their absolute refusal to 
assume any share of such an expense. 
The ground that they take is that tbe 
bridge was never considered inadequate 
for ordinary public travel until it was 
used for the electric car tracks, which 
they claim is not a means of convey- 
ance included in the term “ordinary 


travel.” The attempt -on the part of |: 


Andover’s representatives, and the 
County Commissioners, for the B. & M. 
to make a concession in this particular 
case failed, beeause. of the fact ‘that 
several such cases are now pending, 
and the company is determined not to 
furnish bridges for the electric rail- 
roads, unless compelled to by the Sa- 
preme Court, ° 

The situation 1s now therefore as fol- 
lows: the Boston & Maine R.R. refuses 


-| to-pay-any-part of the expense of a new 


bridge, which they claim would cost 
$8500, unless compelled to do so by the 
court. “They will, however, put the 
present structure in good order by do- 
ing all present needed repairs. The 
electric railway peoplé will bear a share 
of the expense of any changes, up to 
$1500, to allow their cars a straight 
run over the B. & M. tracks, and 
would be entirely satisfied with a sepa- 
rate span outside of the présent struc- 
ture for their own use, something that 
could be accomplished ‘entirely within 
the amount of the sum they are willing 
to spend. The land that- they would 
take for-such a bridge would be entire- 
ly within the highway bounds, and 
there would probably be no expense 
‘for land damages -if it 1s used as out- 
lined. 

With this as the. position of the two 
railroads in the matter the town stands 
in one of two positions. The town 
may insist on a new - bridge as it has 
petitioned, and by so insisting involve 
itself in a long and expensive legal 
fight to’obtain such a bridge. Aftera 
decree, which would ultimately come 
frony the Supreme Court, a special 
commissioner would apportion the cost 
and theré is not one’ chance in a thou- 
sand but that the town would be charged 
with a goodly share of such an appor- 
‘tionment. And besides the expense 
there will be a wait of probably another 
year or more, before even a start could 
be made. eh 

The other course is for the Select- 
mer to re-locate the tracks of the elec- 
tric road over a separate. bridge, and 
allow the electric company to construct 
their own bridge, a course meaning no 
expenseto the town and an adjustment 
of the difficulty within a short time. 
The only objection to -this plan.might 
come from the B. & M. people, hit it 
does not seem as if even the emiment 
legal mind of Attorney Lincoln gould 
find fault with such a project. 
"The people of Andover have been 
patient in the long period. of changes 
and confusion at this place, and both 
roads stand before them now as re- 
sponsible for a large share of the dis- 
commoding. .We now look to see the 
electric road propose and the B, & M. 
allow’ the separate bridge solution of 
the question. Our Selectmen are loth 
to involve the town in a legal fight with 
a possible expensive outcome, and 
have all along endeavored to adjust the 
matter in the most satisfactory manner 
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to our tax-payers. But if there must 
come a fight in order to have our peo-‘ 


ple obtain the privileges they are en- 
titled to, our citizens will hold up the 
hands of the town officers in every ef- 
fort they may make. eer noNe

When Alexander called on “him in this” 
palatial residence, he asked what “he 
could do for him. ‘‘Get out of my sun- 
light, ’’ suid Diogenes. That. was tolera- 
bly good, but uncivil. The nasty old 
cub with his tub could be duplicated by

her over?’’ It was missiles. I cannot see 
anything so very funny in Sydney 
Smith’s wishing he could, on a certain 
hot day, take off his flesh and sit in his 
bones.

The queen of the Sioux is the wife of | 
a white man, Neither of them is or has 


any reason to be ashamed of it, Red 


Cloud, without question the greatest | 


Indian chief of this generation, gave 


her away at the altar on the Sioux res- | 


ervation. The Sioux queen’s husband is 
Charles P. Jordan, brother of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Jordan, United: States ar- 
my, a cousin of General Custer and one 
of the most tried representatives of the 
government in the Indian country. He 
bears the honor of being the only white 
man: who was ever elected a member of 
the Sioux council. In their days of pow- 
er, before hardly asingle white face had 
been seen west.of. the Missouri river, 
the Dakotas (Sioux) were one nation, 
ruled by one chief, The last of this au- 
tocratic dynasty was Old Smoke, who 
died in 1859 after seeing his people 
pushed westward and his power curtail- 
ed. Although the husband of more than 
one squaw, he left but one child, a tiny 
girl, who could hardly coo when Old 
Smoke got ready to float -upward to the 
happy bunting grounda When dying, 
“he took her in his arms and named her 
The Beautiful Woman, and so'she has 
since been known. The Béantifal Wom- 
an was. a princess. She did no work, 
but learned of missionaries, scorned dog 
meat and kept her nails trimmed and 
her glorious black hair plaited and 
combed. She grew to womanhood, high 
Spirited, prond.and capricions—an ideal 
squaw. But as no ideal chief came to 
woo her she scorned an alliance with 
any common member of the tribe. -
